2012-2013 Student Application Instructions

The ldaho State Department of Education is proud to offer the Idaho Science and Aerospace Scholars
(ISAS) program during the 2012-2013 school year. Idaho is a partner with the NASA Aerospace Scholars
program which is designed to inspire 11™ grade students to pursue degrees and careers in science,
technology, engineering, and mathematics (STEM) through an interactive online NASA-based
curriculum, using scientists and engineers engaged in STEM topics related to space exploration both
nationally and in Idaho.

The Idaho program engages 11th grade students in an interactive online course through the Idaho Digital
Learning Academy where students work with master educators in STEM topics. Upon completion of the
online curriculum, Capstone Events will be held at the University of Idaho, Center for Advanced Energy
Studies at Idaho State University, and with the Idaho Air National Guard at Gowen Field. The top
performing students from the online course will be invited to participate in a six-day summer residential
academy at Boise State University and NASA Ames Research Center in California. Students will receive
one science elective credit for successful completion of the online curriculum or may register for
concurrent credit for a fee.

Be at least 16 years of age by July 1, 2013

Have an interest in science, technology, engineering or mathematics

Have a minimum GPA of 2.7

Guidelines for Legislative Letter
Write as simply and as clearly as possible, and do not to make the letter longer than necessary.
Addresses:
Return Address
The return address should be written in the top right-hand corner of the letter.
Legislative Address
The Legislative address should be written on the left starting below your address.
Date
The date should be written on the left on the line after the address. Write the month as a word.
Salutation or greeting
Dear State Representative or State Senator,
Example: Dear State Representative John Davis,
Ending a letter
Sincerely,

Sign your name and then type it underneath the signature.

Content of a Formal Letter

First paragraph

The first paragraph should be short and state the purpose of the letter. You are writing to your State
Legislator requesting his or her nomination to participate in the 2013 Idaho Science and Aerospace
Scholars Program.

Body of the Letter
The paragraph or paragraphs in the body of the letter should contain the relevant information behind the

writing of the letter. Keep the information to the essentials and concentrate on organizing it in a clear and

logical manner. Include the following information:
o Name of the school you attend.
e The reason(s) why you would like to participate in the program. How will you benefit?



o Detail your interest in Science, Technology, Engineering, or Mathematics through extracurricular
activities or through general interests. For example, Robotics Club, Rocketry Club, Science
Olympiad, etc.

¢ Identify community service involvement or areas of volunteerism.

¢ Identify and expand on two or three personal character traits that you would like to emphasize.

e Current academic achievements such as GPA and class rank.

Last Paragraph
The last paragraph of a formal letter should state the action that you are requesting such as nomination to
participate in the 2013 Idaho Science and Aerospace Scholars Program.

Other information: Explain why you wish to participate in the project and why you would be
successful. Describe personal characteristics, strengths, and interests to support your explanation
in 750 words or less. (You may use a separate sheet of paper)

Please describe your career aspirations, extra-curricular activities, work experiences, volunteer
work, honors, awards, and hobbies in 750 words or less. (You may use a separate sheet of paper)
